3 , It had been previously decided that, in order to make 
the fiction resemble the fact so far as practicable, CAtfISADE 
would tell S KURIN the notional Captain THOMPSON was leaving 
tovm for some time. At the same time he was to mention that he 
had met a friend of Captain THOMPSON'S , a civilian named WEBB, 
with whom he hoped to maintain a liaison similar to the one he 
had with THOMPSON. According to the story CAMISADE told SKURIN, 
WEBB had told him he would leave a letter for him with a mutual 
friend, a Professor WALTKER, on Friday. In this letter he would 
ask CAl!ISADF for another meeting, and possibly give some questions 
about tho Russians on which he would like to be informed. SKURIN 
expressed gratification with CAMISADE 1 s initiative in maintain- 
ing his American contacts, and told him_that in the course of 

the following week ho would stop at CAKiSADF* s house at 2300 
hours with some written information which CAl'ISADE could turn 
over to the Americans to enhance his reputation with them. 

4, According to CAMISADE, SKURIN had little else to say. 

He is still interested in obtaining information on the OKW 
Propaganda Companies which operated on the Eastern Front, and 
in a journalist named Joseph HEINER, The address the Russians 
have for HEINER, however, Langensteiner Weg 35 (U.S. Sector), 
is bombed outj and CAMISADE found no trace of him.
